D .- A d am s, respectively, waived a 


preliminary hearing and was re­ 


leased on a bond^ of $5^^ 
appearance at the A p ril term of 


court. 
The bond of the accused was 


signed by his mother, Mrs. E liz a ­ 


beth M . Kelly, of 1536 W ood ave­ 


nue, Kansas C ity , Kas., who qual­ 


ified as to her reliability in the 


premises. 
Mother and son left the 


court room together, in company 


with Law yer Lee Montgomery, at­ 


torney for the defendant. 
Much speculation has been in­ 


dulged in the past few days as to 


whether or not Kelly has not o p ­ 


erated along the same line in K a n ­ 


sas C ity , 
Omaha, St. 
Louis and 


Dallas, Texas, under the names of 


J. E. M owbray and J. P. Searles. 


The accused denies that he has 


ever used any 
name other than 


Kelly, but there is no denying that 


he answers to a “ t” the descrip­ 


tion of an individual who did con­ 


siderable 
swindling 
under 
the 


names of M owbray and Searles. 


M owbray is wanted in Nebraska 


for stealing tickets from the Fre­ 


mont, Elkhorn and Missouri River 


Railroad Co. 
Later he worked in 


St. Jo’seph, where he left an un­ 


savory reputation. 
He was next heard of in Kansas 


C ity , 
Mo., where he forged the 


name of Edgar T . Cutter, agent of 


the^ Associated 
Press, 
to 
a $25 


check, which was cashed by a gen­ 


tleman named A . J. Brooks. 
W hen interrogated this morning 


by Chief of Police Prentice and a 


D e m o c r a t reporter in regard to 


his close 
resemblance in appear­ 


ance to M owbray, 
K elly did not 


seem at all worried, and said he 


had not the least objection to a 


thorough investigation of his past 


movements. 
Mrs. Kelly, mother 
of 
the 
ac­ 


cused, who hastened to her son’ s 


^ rescue, is an elderly lady with gray 


hair and a face that beams with in­ 


telligence 
and kindness. 
Before 


• leaving the court room she thanked 


Judge Burress, 
County Attorney 


Steele and Chief Prentice for the 


favors they had shown her, and 


expressed the hope that the news 


of her son’s trouble would not get 


into the Kansas C ity papers,where 


she is said to be well and favorably 


known. 


Kelly is a man of family and is 


36 years old. 
His wife and chil­ 


dren are at Findley, Linn county, 


Kas. 
He is addicted to periodical 


sprees, and when 
under the in­ 


fluence of liquor has been guilty at 


other points of the same offense for 


which he was arrested here. 
His 


mother has always made good the 


amount he realized by his crooked 


operations, however, and it is to 


her efforts 
wholly 
that 
he has 


escaped criminal prosecution here­ 


tofore. 
W hen in his cups he is said to 


have a mania for forgery, but gen­ 


erally for small sums. 
His mother 


claims he is not responsible for his 


actions, as he is wrong mentally, 


and his father, who is now dead, 


was an inmate of an insane asy­ 


lum, as were also other blood rela­ 


tives. 
W . D . Adams this morning sign­ 


ed a request to County Attorney 


Steele not to prosecute the case, on 
the ground that Kelly is not re­ 
sponsible for his acts wheu drink­ 
ing, and it is said the others who 
were victimized will be asked by 
Mrs. K elly to join in the request. 
A . 
J. *^Brooks, a Kansas C ity 
saloon- keeper, came down on 
the 
noon train today, expecting to find 
in Kelly the man who, on October 
II, last, swindled him out of $25 
on a bogus check made out in favor 
of J. E . M owbray and bearing the 
signature of E. T . Cutter, but was 
doomed to disappointment. 
Mr. Brooks returned home this 
afternoon at 2 :50 o’clock, and the 
same train carried Mrs. Kelly and 
her son to Kansas City, Kas.
